MANY COUNCILMEN 
URGE JURY ‘PROBE 


Members Of County Com- 
mission Do Not Favor 
Assumption Of Title To 
Tract Involved. 


Probability that a special meeting 
of city council will be called to clear 
the way for investigation of every 
phase of the joint purchase by the 
city and Fulton county of the 429- 
nere Perkerson tract, by the. county 
grand jury, was seen Monday night 
following the close of the third ses- 
sion of council’s probing committee. 

Several Fulton county commission- 
ers Monday stated they considered 
the purchase of the Perkerson tract 
a city contract and are not disposed 
to assume the obligation and title to 
the park, as was proposed in a reso- 
lution offered Monday afternoon in 
city council by Councilman John A. 
White, of the fourth ward, chairman 
of the parks committee and a member 
of the probing committee of council. 

The paper which Mr. White of- 
fered was referred to the parks com- 
mittee for a report after it was at- 
tacked as illegal by Alderman Wil- 
liam B. Hartsfield, of the third ward 
and chairman of the _ investigation 
committee, because of a charter 
amendment preventing disposition by 
the city of park property. 

Councilman Ford took the floor 
and declared he and citizens of the 
ward would fight to the finish to re- 
tain the property, which he declared 
“is the biggest improvement’ ever 
projected for that section of the city 
aud county.” 

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale announced 
on Monday afternoon that if the 
committee asked a special meeting of 
council to receive its report, he would 
be disposed to call it, and Councilman 
John A. White, of the fourth ward, 
nu member of the committee of in- 
quiry and chairman of the parks com- 
mittee, stated he would ask for a 
special council session if the trans- 
cript and the report of the commit- 
tee is ready before the next regular 
meeting of council, September 3. 

In the event of a special council 
meeting, the matter may be offered 
to the grand jury early next week. 

Councilman White joined with 
Councilman Charles M. Ford, last Sat- 
urday, in insisting on a grand jury 
investigation. 

Ask Jury Probe. 

Alderman W. Guy Dogbs, of the 
seventh ward; Alderman Claude E. 
Buchanan, of the eighth; Alderman 
Robert E. Gann, of the sixth, and 
Councilman W. E. Saunders, of the 
twelfth, all of whom Sam P, Cron- 
heim, real estate operator who assist- 
ed in consummation of the deal, de- 
clared Mr. Ford said were to receive 
a portion of the $8,900 commission 
fee paid to Mr. Ford, joined in the 
demand for grand jury investigation. 

“If the transcript is completed and 
the report of the committee filed with 
council in time, the matter probably 
will be presented to the grand jury 
within the next few days,’ Mr. White 
said, 

Thomas H. Pitts is foreman of the 
July term of the grand jury, which 
will hold over until September 4. At 
that time a new jury will be formed. 

In the event the matter is offered 
to the present grand jury, the follow- 
ing will consider it, in addition to Mr. 
Pitts, the foreman:

GROWING IN STATE 
SAY LEAGUE HEADS 


Leaders Of Young Demo- 
crats’ Organization Say 
Opposition To Party, 
Ticket Is Waning.

Sentiment against Governor Al 
Smith and Senator Joseph T. Robin- 
son has passed the crest stage in 
Georgia and is rapidly diminishing in 
all parts of the state as the true issues 
are brought forth and the real char- 
acter of the presidential nominee is 
better understood, was the unanimous 
opinion of fourteen leaders of the 
Young Men’s Democratic league of 
Georgia who met Monday afternoon 
and elected Sam Cann, prominent law- 
yer of Savannah, as president. 

Not one note of pessimism over the 
probable result in Georgia was ex- 
pressed by any one of the district 
chairman and the members of the ex- 
ecutive committee from the state at 
large who were present at the meet- 
ing held at the Piedmont hotel with 
John R. Slater, state campaign man- 
ager, attending as ex-officio vice presi- 
dent of the organization. 

“You cannot get one outstanding 
democrat of Muscogee county to state 
openly that he will vote for Hoover,” 
was one #eport. 

“We are going to roll up a ma- 
jority in my istrict for Governor Al 
Smith and the democratic ticket which 
will be positively shocking to the 
small group of people opposing his 
election,”’ was another. 

Mr. Cann was “drafted” to serve 
as president as he would not accept 
the position when first tendered him. 
Walter H. Burt, of Albany, was nam- 
ed vice president for south Georgia 
and John ©, Mitchell, of Dalton, was 
named vice president for north Geor- 
gia. R. J. Reynolds, Jr,, of Atlanta, 
was elected secretary of the league 
and Baxter Maddox, of Atlanta, was 
named treasurer.

Edgar Alexander, national democratic 
committee woman from Georgia and 
manager of the woman’s division of 
the Al Smith campaign, made a short 
talk on which she promised the full

NAVY SENDS SHIP 
TO AID IN SEARCH 


Lost Airmen Must Be 
Found Before Freezing 
to Death in North; Fuel 
Long Exhausted. 


New York, August °0.—( United 
News.)—Bert Hassell and Parker 
Cramer have failed in their attempt 
to chart a new and safer air route 
from the United States to Europe and 
the only hope which remained tonight 
was that they have made a safe land- 
ing and will be rescued. 

A sever storm is reported brewing 
in the section they are believed to 
have landed in. 

Hassell and Cramer, flying their 
Greater Rockford plane, were tonight 
86 hours overdue at Mount Evans, 
Greenland, which they had planned 
as the second stop on their three-stop 
flight from Rockford, Ill., to Stock- 
holm, Sweden. They took off from 
Cochrane, Ont.—the first stop—short- 
ly after noon, Saturday, and have long 
since exhausted their fuel supply. 

Slim Hope Remains. 

And so there remains only the slim 

hope that they made a safe landing, 


either on the coast of Labrador or 
the coast of Greenland, and will be 
found before they freeze or starve to 
death. 

The first action in a wide search 
for the two fliers was in the form of 
orders from Washington to the coast 
guard cutter Marion. The cutter has 
been on iceberg observation work be- 
tween Labrador and Greenland and 
she was ordered to proceed to the as- 
sistance of the Rockford aviators, 

The coast guard received a message 
from the cutter Marion dated noon 
today reporting no sign of the missing 
fliers. The message said a_ severe 
storm was approaching. 

Position ‘of Boat. 


The Marion was fifty miles off Bast 
Resolution island when the message 
was sent. This report virtually crush- 
ed all hope. 

Representative Buckbee, of Illinois, 
asked the navy to aid in the search. 
The Marion was the only vessel in 
the area and she was ordered to do 
everything possible to get in touch 
with Hassell and Cramer. 

United News reports from points 
along the route of the flight and from 
the scheduled destination of the Great- 
er Rockford were pessimistic. 

Mount Evans had no word from the 
plane, which was expected to land 
there at the end of the second lap of 
its trip. The United News corre- 
spondent at Copenhagen reported no 
radio messages from Cramer had been 
received at a late hour from any sta- 
tions along the route.

SMITH TO EXPLAIN 
PRORIBITION VIEW 


Governor Promises He 
Will Be Specific During 
Race; Plans Withheld 
Until After Notification

Albany, N. Y., August 20.—(?)— 
Governor Smith declined today to be 
drawn out further on his prohibition 
stand in adtance of his speech of ac- 
ceptance to be delivered Wednesday 
night, but made it clear he would deal 
with that question then, and probably 
later on ir the campaign, in unmis- 
takable language. 

Seated in his office at the state capi- 
tol the democratic presidential nomi- 
nee held his first conference there with 
newspapermen in more than a week. 

Asked if he had any comment to 
make on a story in the morning pa- 
pers relating to an attack on Herbert 
Hoover’s attitude toward prohibition 
by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, the 
governor replied that he had not read 
it and added: ’ 

“I will by and by, but before the 
reading of that—business before pleas- 
ure.”’ 

“You ought to find it pleasing,” a 
reported suggested. 

“I know pretty much the doctor’s 
view,” the governor said. 

Then recalling to his interviewers 
that they had had a copy of his ac- 
ceptance speech for four or five days 
he continued: 

“I will deal with that question in 
my speech of acceptance in Clear, un- 
mistakable language, and then when 
the campaign comes along, if it is to 
be debated, we will debate it.” 

I'he nominee said he had made no 
definite plans for a swing around the 
country.

Opposition To Views on

Refuses To Say If He 


Will Bolt Party This 


Fall and Vote For Smith, 
Daughter Also Silent. 


New York, August 20.—()—Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler’s opposition 
to the prohibition and armament views 
of Herbert Hoover, as set forth in a 
letter to the New York Times today, 
was expressed by the Columbia uni- 
versity president “as a republican 
and as a member of the party organi- 
zation.” 

The letter by the educator, long 
prominent in the party whose standard 
Mr. Hoover now bears, caused some- 
thing of a sensation in political cir- 
cles. Dr. Butler disagreed with the 
republican nominee’s stand on the 
naval program of the United States 
and on the eighteenth amendment, re 
peal of which the Columbia president 
favors, and said he wished to disasso- 
ciate himself from Mr. Hoover's stand 
on those issues. 

When asked whether his letter was 
to be construed as meaning that he 
would support Goyernor Smith, Dr. 
Butler replied with this statement, 
which he declined to amplify: 

“Reading of my letter to the New 
York Times this evening ought to 
make it perfectly plain that the po- 
sition I have taken has been taken 
by me as a republican and as a mem- 
ber of the party organization.” 

The request for a clarification of 
Dr. Butler’s stand, particularly with 


reference to his attitude toward the 
Smith candidacy, was relayed to him 
through his daughter,

NO FUNDS 10 OPEN 


NEW JUNIOR HIGHS 


City Finance Chairman 
‘Reports Lack Of Money 
For Schools and Con- 
struction Department. 


Unless the finance committee is 
able to locate approximately $83,000, 
the two new junior high schools in 
the northeastern and southwestern 
sections of the city cannot be opened 
this fall and about 50 employees of 
the construction department who have 
been laid off will remain jobless in 
so far as the department’s ability to 
furnish them work is concerned. 

Councilman Wiley L. Moore, chair- 
man of the committee, reported Mon- 
day afternoon te city council that the 
committee was unable to find the 
finances to make the appropriations 
asked for these items, and warned 
council that a policy of extreme econ- 
omy must be adopted if the city is to 
complete the year in good financial 
standing without a deficit. 

The board of education had asked 
for $44,000 and the construction de- 
partment for about $39,000 to put em- 
ployees of the department who have 
been laid off back to work. 

Despite Mr. Moore’s report, reso- 
lutions were again offered providing 
$15,000 to open the schools and $68,- 
000 to employ all members of the con- 
struction department who have been 
laid off for the remainder of the year. 

Councilman Barrett offered the 
school paper, and Alderman Robert E. 
Gann, of the sixth ward, champion 
of labor, the construction department 
finance measure. Both were referred 
to the finance committee for consid 
eration. : 

Alderman Gann launched a stinging 
attack on the city for its land pur- 
chases and charged mismanagement of 
the city’s funds, criticizing the finance 
committee. 

“The city is spending too much 
money for land instead of making 
adequate appropriations for the de- 
partments, and now men who have

RECORD OF RIVERS 
IN SENATE “BLOL 


Compares Record of Op- 
ponent With His Own in 
Politics in Greenville 
Address Monday. 


Greenville, Ga., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Reviewing graphically the po- 
litical record of State Senator E. D. 
Rivers, his opponent in the race for 
the chief executive post of Georgia, 
Governor L. G. Hardman today com- 
pared his own history in politics with 
that of Rivers, whom he relentlessly 
flayed. 

The executive went back over the 
promises made to the people of Geor- 
gia in his campaign two years ago 
and, taking these promises one by one, 
declared that he had kept faith with 
the public in every detail. 

Mr. Hardman especially pointed out 
the work done by his administration 
in the reorganization of the highway 
and other state departments and the 
consolidation of numerous state de- 


partments in the interest of a greater 
efficiency and an enormous saving to 
the taxpayers. 

In his address, which was delivered 
at the county courthouse before a 
large crowd, Governor Hardman bit- 
terly scored the record of his oppo- 
nent, laying stress on Mr. Rivers’ 
activities in the “senate bloc,” of which 
the speaker charged Mr. Rivers was 
floor leader. His speech, in full, fol- 
lows: 

“Fellow Citizens: 

“It is a real pleasure to appear in 
the great county of Meriwether and 
address you on this oceasion. Meri- 
wether has been the mother of states- 
men, governors, supreme court judges 
and numberless other great men and 
women who have added luster to the 
name of Georgia, and I feel that I 
am in the house of my friends as I 
come to speak to you on the issues of 
the present campaign.

Vice Presidential Nom- 
inee To Speak Here Dur- 
ing September; Smith 
Will Also Visit South. 


New York, August 20.—(Special.) 
For the first time in recent presi- 
dential elections the democratic can- 
didate for president and vice president 
will actively and in person campaign 
in the south. 

Decision was arrived at today by 
the democratic national managers at 
a conference attended by Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson, of Arkansas, vice 
presidential nominee, to send Senator 
Robinson on a southern speaking tour 
to last for two weeks, commencing 
September 3. Dallas, Texas, will be 
his first stop. 

Later in the campaign Governor 
Smith will go into the south. A score 
of other democratic’ national figures 
will follow the two democratic candi- 
dates, 

Senator Robinson arrived in the 
city today. He spent most of the day 
at democratic headquarters in the 
General Motors building. Mrs. Robin- 
son accompanied him, They will go 
to Albany on Wednesday to attend 
the notification ceremonies of Gover- 
nor Smith. 

Senator Robinson’s tentative speak- 
ing program in the south includes a 
speech at Cisco, Texas, September 4; 
then speeches at Memphis, Tenn.; 
Atlanta, Ga., and Jacksonville, Fla. 
Senator Tydings, chairman of the 
speakers’ bureau, said that the vice 
presidential candidate would “spend 
two weeks campaigning in the south.” 
After that he will stump the mid- 
western agricultural states.

Pastor at Brookhaven 


Deeatur, Ga., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Determined to remain loyal to 
their pastor, the Rev. Homer C, John- 
son, who has resigned the pulpit of 
the Brookhaven Baptist church fol- 
lowing a factional melee, members of 
the congregation in all probability will 
establish another edifice with Mr. 
Johnson as pastor. 

This was the latest development in 
the controversy between opposing fac- 
tions of the church, which reached-its 


climax last Wednesday night in almost 
a free-for-all fight on the lawn of 
the church. 

F. C. Burt, Atlanta attorney repre- 
senting the Rev. Johnson in the legal 
cases growing out of the prayer meet- 
ing melee, Monday night declared that 
he believed this would be the result 
of the action of Rev. Johnson in re- 
linquishing the pulpit of Brookhaven 
Baptist church. 

“Of the approximately 140 members 
of the church,” Mr. Burt said, “more 
than a majority are staunch suppor- 
ters of Rev. Johnson in this contro- 
versy—which is merely a_ condition 
brought about by a few members who 


have been drawn into it by the ma- 
licious leadership of one or two lead- 
ers of those bent on embarrassing 
Rev. Johnson.” 

Mr. Burt further declared that the 
pastor, who has summarily resigned. 
is being “persecuted” by the actions 
of one or two members, A quorum of 
the congregation, however, he added, 


have signified their determination of 
remaining loyal and of giving up 
their membership in the present church 
and establishing another church, with 
Johnson as their leader. 

As to the arrest of the Rev. John- 
son and Mrs. W. A. Gilbert, member 
of the church, following hearing of 
warrants charging assault and battery 
against Ernest Gaines and J. E. 
Echols, anti-Johnson members, Mr. 
Burt characterized the arrests as 
“purely malicious persecution” on the 
part of County Policeman Oscar 
Rowell, deacon in the church. 

“There was absolutely no ground 
for these warrants,” the attorney de- 
clared. ‘They were obtained and Mr. 
Johnson and Mrs. Gilbert were ar-

LLNESS IS FATAL 
TO GEORGE HARVEY 


End Comes Unexpectedly 
to Famous Publicist and 
Former Envoy to Great 
Britain. 


Dublin, N. H., August 20.— (United 
News.)—Colonel George Harvey, fa- 
mous editor, publicist and ambassador 
to Great Britain under the Harding 
administration, and sometimes called 
maker and breaker of presidents, died 
suddenly at his home today. 

Death came suddenly after a recent 
illness. Mrs. Harvey and the family 
physician were at the bedside. 

Born in the village of Peacham, Vt., 
64 years ago, Colonel Harvey became 


one of the most powerful and influen- 
tial figures in the politics of the last 
20 years. 

He is credited with having discov- 
ered the presidential possibilities in 
Woodrow Wilson, then at Princeton. 
Harvey’s astute knowledge of publicity 
methods and his connections in the 
publishing and financial world are said 
by some historians of the period to 
have been’ largely responsible for 
building Wilson up into a national 
figure strong enough to break the ma- 
jority for Champ Clark at the Balti- 
more convention and carry off the 
nomination. 

They broke soon afterward, 
ever, when Wilson felt Harvey’s Wall 
street connections were embarrassing. 
Whether justified or not, Harvey al- 
ways felt Wilson had been ungrateful 
and he became a bitter enemy and one 
who did as much as any man, per- 
haps, in robbing Wilson of the su- 
preme triumph, American ratification 
of the treaty of Versailles af mem- 
bership in the league of nafions. 

It was Harvey, who wrote in vitriol, 
who set the pace for the anti-league 
arguments. He spent most of his time 
in Washington during the league fight,

Reveals Still 
Under House 


Raiding Officers Puzzled at 
Lack of Door to Hidden 
Distillery. 


Smoke seeping through the founda- 
tion boards of a house at 287 Hilliard 
street led members of the city vice 
squad to discover one of the most 
cleverly hidden stills ever found in 
Atlanta early Monday night. 

Officers George Wallace, Paul Wil- 
liams and John Crankshaw were rid- 
ing along Hilliard street when they 
saw the smoke coming from beneath 
the house. At first they thought it 
was a fire and investigated. They 
found there were no doors leading into 
the basement, either outside or with- 
in the house, and immediately they 
suspected the smoke was coming from 
a_ still. 

Tearing up the floor of the house 
they found a 50-gallon still which had 
been jn operation late in the after- 
noon and was still warm: Near the 
still, in barrels, the officers discovered 
400 gallons of new beer. No one was 
found at the still and neighbors could 
not furnish the name of the occu- 
pant of the house, saying only that a 
negro man stayed there, but that he 
came and left during the night, and 
they do not know who he was. 

The members of the squad are puz- 
zled as to how the distiller entered 
his underground room. They are of 
the opinion he has a secret trapdoor 
located somewhere in the house, yet a 
thorough search of the premises failed 
to reveal one. The still was destroyed 
and the beer poured on the ground.

UEBEL FINISHES 
FLIGHT OVER U8. 


Flier Sets New Record by 

Crossing Continent in 
18 Hours and 58 Min- 
utes.

New York, August 20.—(#)—Beat- 
ing the previous record by aimost 


eight hours, Art Goebel and Harry 
Tucker today completed a non-stop 
flight across the country, accomplish- 
ed at an average speed of 150 miles 
an hour. 

They took off from Log Angeles 
at 12:06 yesterday afternoon, west- 
ern standard time (4:06 eastern day- 
light time), and the wheels of their 
Wasp motored Lockheed Vega mono- 
plane touched the turf of Curtiss field 
at 11:04, eastern daylight time, this 
morning, making the time for the 2.- 
700-mile flight just 18 hours and 58 
minutes, 

First Flight of Kind. 


It was the first non-stop airplane 
flight from the west coast to the east, 
and the time was better by seven 
hours and 42 minutes than the pre- 
vious non-stop transcontinental record, 
which was established in 1923 by Lieu- 
tenant John A. MacReady and Oak- 
ley Kelly, flying from east to west. 

A year aftey the MacReady-Kelly 
flight Lieutenant Russell Maugham 
made the east-west flight, with, how- 
ever, five stops for refueling, in far 
better time than the existing non- 
stop record but even he was two hours 
and 50 minutes slower than Goebel 
and Tucker. 

Goebel Dole Race Winner. 


Goebel, who won the Dole race to 
Hawaii last year, was at the controls 
all the way across the country. Tuck- 
er was financial backer of the flight 
and rode as passenger. When he step- 
ped from the plane at Curtiss field 
Goebel was so stiff that he stumbled, 


‘but quickly got control of himself. As 


soon as Goebel had telephoned his 
mother in Los Angeles, to tell her of 
his safe arrival, the fliers motored to 
the Garden City hotel for a nap. 

They were greeted at Curtiss field by 
only two persons, because it had been 
expected that the landing would be 
made at Rooveselt field a mile away 
and the crowd was waiting there. The 
landing at Curtiss was so unexpected 
and accomplished so smoothly that the 
record-breaking plane, the Yankee 
Doodle, had been taken to its hangar 
and the fliers were in their hotel be- 
fore it became generally known that 
they were not still in the air.

Albany, N. Y., August 20.—()— 
Training his guns on William Allen 
White and other critics of his public 
career, Governor Smith declared to- 
night in the course of a detailed and 
lengthy review of his stand on social 
legislation as @ member of the New 
York assembly that his record “as an 
opponent of immorality is fixed and 
secure.” 

The democratic presidential nomi- 
nee’s statement, made public after sev- 
eral weeks had been spent in its prepa- 
ration was aimed particularly at the 
Kansas editor, who recently charged 
that the governor, as a legislator, fa- 
vored the saloon and organized vice. 
It also assailed the republican nation- 
al committee for “openly associating 
itself with this personal attack,” and 
was intended to include in its scope 
among others Dr.. John Roach Stra- 
ton, the New York Baptist minister, 
who has been ontspoken in assaults 
on the governor. 

As for Mr. White, the nominee said 
that the editor’s statements about him 
and his legislative record were “slan- 
derous” and that the attack on him 
was “unfair, unmanly and un-Ameri- 


‘can,” 


“IT have the satisfaction, however, of 
knowing,” Governor Smith said, “that 
it is not concurred in by the people 
of my own state who have year after 
year expressed confidence in me, not- 
withstanding that a large part of this 
matter herein referred to was laid be- 
fore them in the past by agents of my 


political enemies.” 

In formulating his reply to White, 
the governor, who on Wednesday eve- 
ning formally will accept the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, studied 
dozens of old legislative journals and 
records, and to refresh his memory ex- 
amined in detail scores of proposals 
listed by the Kansan. 

“IT am glad to have this matter out 
of the whispering stage and put in 
the open; once and for all I shall 
meet it now. I regard it as purely 
political, and when the campaign be- 
gins I do not propose to have the is- 
sues of that campaign befogged by 
controversy over irrelevant’. things,

“When I returned and sized up the 
situation I realized that it wasn't 
right to subject all these New York- 
ers to pitiless publicity that was un- 
necessary. The inquiry will be con- 
tinued but along other lines.” 

Mr. Tuttle stopped the investigation 
following a conference with his as- 
sistant in charge of prohibition en- 
forcement, Thomas F. Kerwin Mr. 
Tuttle insisted that he was acting on 
his own responsibility.

He had repeatedly assured me of his warm support and had tendered me 
his services during my campaign. 

I am making this statement because I know of no reason why he should 
have given his support to my opponent, except the refusal on my part to 
reduce the bond of a man fixed by the Magistrate, who had heard all the 
facts in the case and bound over a man charged with a felony to the 
Superior Court of DeKalb County, without giving the State’s Counsel an 
opportunity to be heard, I could not do this for Mr. Howard or for any- 
bedy else. 

While I regret the ‘loss of a life long friend, I cannot, with propriety 
placate a friend at the expense of violating my elear judicial obligation.

Dear Judge Hutcheson. 


As requested by you, I am furnishing a brief statement of the facts 
as I remember them in connection with the application presented to you 
by Hon. William Schley Howard at Covington, Newton County, on July 16th, 
for reduction of a bond fixed in a criminal case, in which Mr. Howard 
was representing the defendant. The defendant in question was arrested on 
the 14th of July, 1928, on a Warrant issued by George Tumlin, Esq., Jus- 
tice of the Peace at Decatur, charging the defendant with a Felony. The 
case was heard before Judge Tumlin at 2:30 p. m., July 16th, and I was 
present at the hearing. Mr. Ramspeck consented to represent the State im the 
absence of the Solicitor General, who was then attending Court at Coving- 
ton. After hearing the evidence offered by the State and the defendant's 
statement, Judge Tumlin bound the defendant over to the Superior Court 
and required a $5,000.00 bond. Mr. Howard who was present, representing 
the defendant, tried to get the Justice to reduce the bond at that time, 
but he was informed by the Court that he thought the bond was reasonable 
in that case. 

The evidence was reported at the request of Mr. Howard and when the 
case was completed, Mr. Howard requested the stenographer to write it 
out immediately as he wanted to present it to you that afternoon with an 
application to reduce the bond. Mr. Howard then asked me if I ¢ared to go 
to Covington to resist the reduction of the bond. I stated that I did not 
care to resist the reduction of the bond, but would go with him to Cov- 
ington if he desired. He stated he would be glad to have me go. We left 
Decatur near Seven O’Clock, Central Time, and arrived at the Court House 
in Covington as the clock was striking Nine, Eastern Time. We located 
you and you went immediately to the hotel where Major Smith, the Solicitor 
General, was stopping. Major Smith was sitting just outside the hotel lobby. 
I heard Mr. Howard talking to you, and called Major Smith’s attention to 
the fact that you were there and ready to hear the motion. Mr. Howard 
presented the written evidence to you. You read a portion of it while seated 
in your chair on the sidewalk and then walked into the hotel lobby where 
the artificial lights were stronger. Mr. Howard and Major Smith entered 
the lobby shortly after you did and were engaged in a conversation. After 
you finished reading the evidence, Mr. Howard and Major Smith were 
called and you asked Major Smith if he had read the evidence, He stated 
that he saw only a part of it. Mr. Howard then presented his reasons for 
asking a reduction of the bond. When he had finished, Major Smith re- 
quested you to hear from him, which you did. Among other things, Major 
Smith stated that he thought he would be able to prove that the defendant 
broke into the house he was charged with entering. Mr. Howard objected 
to the statement on the ground that it was not in the evidence. Finally 
you stated in substance that if the written evidence was not complete you 
would grant Mr. Howard a Rule Nisi and set the hearing for Thursday, 
July 19th. Major Smith suggested he did not know whether or not you 
would finish court at Covington by that time. You then suggested Friday, 
the 20th. Mr. Howard then stated he would not be in Decatur Friday and 
requested you to grant the motion, for a reduction of the bond, deny the 
motion or increase the bond. You told Mr. Howard you would not increase 
that or any other bond without a good reason. Mr. Howard further stated 
that if you refused to reduce the bond, he would apply to the Ordinary at 
Decatur the next morning for a Writ of Habeas Corpus. You said “Alright,” 
and handed-the motion back to him:

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Student No Ace After Ten 
Hours of Flying School 


BY DON BROWN. 
(Copyright, 1928, by North American News- 
paper Alliance.) 

Newark-Elizabeth Airport, August 
20.—Today I eompleted my 10-hour 
flying course with a 40-minute hop, 
my second solo flight. 

In concluding this course and this 
series of articles, I wish to give the 
aviation fan or the prospective fly- 
ing student an idea of just how much 
can be learned during this period and 
how much he may expect from a bona 
fide flying school. 

In the first place, it is not even 
possible to get a private pilot's li- 
eense with this amount of training. 
You must have, under the new depart- 
men of commerce regulations, at least 
ten hours of solo work in addition 
to your hours of dual instruction, in 
which the instructor rides with you 
to correct your mistakes and give you 
advice. And the average school is in 
no hurry at all to start you on a 
solo. They value their planes too 
highly to risk having them washed 
out by a half-trained student. 

What Price Air Skill, 


What you learn during this period, 
seems to be a great dea] against your 
former ignorance and lack of skill, 
but compared to the knowledge and 
technique of, say a licensed transport 
pilot, it is as a kindergarten compared 
to Oxford or Harvard. But if, you 
want to learn to fly, you have to go 
through this elemental training, just 
as any great war ace or present-day 
air hero did. 

Unless you are a genius of aviation, 
you are apt to come out of it with 
little more than just enough confi- 
dence to take you onto the next train- 
ing. 

Passing over the qualifications of 
good eyesight, a strong heart and 
steady nerves, I can suggest that the 
most necessary thing ‘n learning to 
be a pilot is a strong love for flying. 

If you have this, even though you 
may get yourself into places wliere 
you will be genuinely scared for a 
while, you will come out feeling more 
and more confident of yourself and 
your ability to learn to fly. 

Pick Right School. 

The most important thing, of course, 
is to be careful in selecting your fly- 
ing school. There are plenty of them 
in the country now which guarantee 
to do all sorts of wonders fer you. 

In some of the cheaper magazines 
you will find expensively illustrated 
advertisements promising to have you 
safe on the road to fame and fortune 
via the air in from 20 to 40 days. 
You will be almost treading on Mr. 
Lindbergh's heels, they intimate, 
within a few hours after you step 
into one of their magic planes flown 
by one of their superhuman instruc- 
tors, 

To a person with common sense 
enough to learn to fly, the extrava- 


gance of such promises will show up 


the promisers as the fakes they are. 

The majority of schools are making 
a sincere effort to give their students 
honest training, and most. of them 
promise nothing in the way of solos 
or other achievements. 

Make Investigation. 

The best thing to do, if you have 
no friends who are already in the 
flying game, is to make a quiet but 
thorough investigation of the school 
you plan to sign up with. 

If they have been doing good work 
in the past, and their present stu- 
dents seem satisfied with the treat- 
ment they are receiving, you can be 
reasonably safe in tying up with them. 
If there is something wrong, the stu- 
dents who have paid their money and 
who have not got what they consider 
}square dealing, will be quick to tell 
you. 

Once you get started flying with the 
right sort of school, though, I can 
promise you this. You won’t regret 
a minute of the time you’ve spent in 
learning to fly. It’s worth every 
dollar of the money it. will cost you. 

Aviation is a great game and those 
who love it haye plenty of reward for 
all the trouble, the hardships and the 
dangers which every flier must face.

TERMED UNDESIRABLE 


Williamstown, Mass., August 20.— 
(P)—The Human animal today is a' 
mongrel, the hereditary product of a 
avide variety of racial types, Profes- 
so R. D. MeKenzie, of Washington 
university, St. Louis, said today in an 
address before the institute of politics. 

This is so because the sex impulse 
has never been completely controlled | 


by conventions and consequently mis- 
cegenation has taken place across the 
most rigid conventional lines, he said.’

Away 
from the conventions and taboos of 
their home lands racial crossings are 
taking place with a minimum of con- 
ventional restrait. On the main lands, 
however, in the areas of established 
settlements, people of all the domi- 
nant groups surrounding the Pacific 
rim are concerned about their racial 
purity. Their action is based on 
the popular theory, unsubstantiated by | 
scientific research, that the mixture of 
widely different races produces noth- 
ing but bad results. At the present 
time, however, most of the hybrids 
are sociological half-castes or socio- 
logical bybrids.

CANADA OPPOSES

Washington, August 20.—Short 


wave radio's use within any country 
should be to blaze the trail for later 
wire facilities into frontier or isolated 
communities. That is the expressed 
attitude of the Canadian delegation 
ag conferences now being held here 
to unify the policy of North Ameri- 
can countries with respect to high 
frequency radio communication. 

The Canadians, meeting with rep- 
resentatives of the United States and 


Cuba under the aegis of the Ameri- 
can department of state, dealt a body 
blow to the theory that radio chan- 
nels are as staple and efficient as 
wire lines in the consistent trans- 
mission and reception of telegraph or 
telephone messages. They stood un- 
qualifiedly against such commercial 
projects as the short wave telegraph 
networks which have been launched 
in the United States. 

Domestic uses of the short wave 
channels should be confined, the 
canadians told the other conferees, 
to reaching such places as frontier 
towns, mines, oil fields and the out- 
posts of the land. Inevitably, accord- 
ing to their argument, thé land wires 
will be extended to replace the less 
consistent radio system as civilization 
progresses. 


Responsive Chord Struck. 


The Canadians spoke of a condition 
peculiarly their own on account of 
the vast reaches of unsettled territory 
in the Dominion. Nevertheless, their 
points struck a responsive chord 
among certain of the American dele- 
gates who are on record against the 
licensing of radio stations for com- 
municating with points which can 
otherwise be reached by wire lines. 

The Canadians propose that the 
short wave channels, which are all 
too scarce, should be used primarily 
for emergencies and for services that 
have to do directly with the safety of 
life. Marine, aircraft, scientific ex- 
peditions and like services should 
have first call upon the. limited quota 
of waves any country could use, they 
contend. And that the outpost assign- 
ments should be temporary, pending 
the development of wire systems. 

« Allowances, of course, should be 
made for the amateurs and for tele- 
vision services, picture facsimiles and 
relay broadcasting, which necessarily 
must be done on bands of short 
waves. | 

U. S. Channels Challenged.

(LIQUOR NOT OBIECT 


OF HUNT, CHEF SAYS 


Washington, August 20.—(?)— 
Assistant Secretary Lowman, of the 
treasury, said today that the search 
of persons returning from a visit to 
the French liner Ile de France in New 
York harbor Friday night was made 
primarily to prevent smuggling of dia- 
monds, narcotics and other merchan- 
dise and not because of fear of smug- 
gling in of hip flasks of liquor. 

If any of the visitors were found 
to have liquor the discovery was only 
incidental, he said. 

Mr. Lowman asserted that the treas- 
ury believed that many of the dia- 
monds smuggled into this country 
were brought in by persons who visit- 
ed foreign ships while they were an- 
chored in New York harbor. Officials 
also believed that narcotics were \ 
brought into this country through the 
same means, he said. 

Since the increase in the number 
of customs guards in New York, he 
declared it had been the custom to 
search all persons returning from 
visits to the ships, but that this was 
done entirely by customs guards and 
the prohibition bureau and prohibi- 
tion agents were in no way con- 
cerned.

Encouraging Word.

shortly after the Houston convention. 


He contended that republican claims 
of strength in the south had aroused 
the democrats “as I have never seen 
them aroused before,” and predicted 
that the popularity of Governor Smith 
will grow as the campaign progresses. 

Further than to say that after his 
‘notification in Hot Springs, Ark., 
August 30, he proposed to speak in 
Dallas and Cisco, Texas, on Septem- 
ber 3 and 4, the senator declined to 
discuss the. itinerary under consid- 
eration. 


Swing Through South. 


It is known, however, that he has 
been deluged with invitations from 
the south and it is believed that from 
Texas he will proceed to Tennessee 
and from there through Georgia, 
northern Florida, North and South 
Carolina and thence into Kentucky. 
This trip probably will extend from 
September 6 to 21 and from 10 to 
14 adaresses are under consideration. 

Senator Millard E. Tydings, of

The Arkansan refused to discuss 
Mr. Hoover's statements on _prohi- 
bition, saying that he would discuss 
this as well as other subjects in his 
notification acceptance address.

DICTED BECAUSE OF 
SHIP SALE, 


BY DUNCAN VU. FLETCHER, 
United States Senator from Florida. 
(Duncan U. Fletcher was born at Sum- 

ter county, Georgia, in 1859. He was 
graduated from Vanderbilt university, 
Tenn., in 1880, and later studied law 
at the John B. Stetson university. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1881 and has 


since practiced law at Jacksonville, Fla. 
Fletcher served as a member of the 
Florida house of representative in 1893. 
He was appointed by the governor of 
Florida as United States senator and 
took seat in senate in March, 1901, 
being elected by legislature to the same 
post in April, 1909. Senator Fletcher 
since has been reelected to the senate 
seyeral times. His present term expires 
in 1933.) 


I have information from abroad 
that there is a tremendous amount of 


' propaganda being spread in Germany 


and in England in favor of our sale 
of the United States lines. This in- 
formation comes to me through pri- 
vate sources. 

Shipping interests in those coun- 
tries apparently are planning to ac- 
quire those lines. Germany expects 
to get back the Leviathan, and for- 
eign shipping interests are looking to 
the elimination of America in over- 
seas transportatien. 

I am strongly convinced that the 
United States government ought to re- 
build the Mount Vernon and the Mon- 
ticello, and to use the money provided 
by congress for that purpose and to 
add those ships to the United States 
lines. That was the intention and 
purpose of congress. 

I feel convinced now that the prop- 
er steps in that direction are not be- 
ing faken. very much fear that 
that course of action will not be pur- 
sued. This arises, I believe, by rea- 
son of orders on directions from 
“higher up.” 

Congress can pass the laws and 
make the provisions in necessary leg- 
islation; but when it comes to ex- 
ecuting those laws and their specific 
provisions, although they be approy- 
ed, these seems to be interference and 
obstruction. 

There is no doubt but that a ma- 
jority of the shipping board is in 
harmony with the purpose of getting 
the shipping board out of business. 

The primary purpose of congress, 
as expressed in the merchant marine 
act of 1920, and reiterated and em- 
phasized in the act of 1928, was to 
establish and maintain an adequate 
American merchant marine. The pri- 
mary purpose, as construed by those 
in charge of the execution and admin- 
istration of the law, is to get all ships 
under our flag into private hands, 
and to end, as speedily as_ possible, 
all ownership and operation of mer- 
chant ships by the government or its 
agencies. 

Determined and persistent pursuit 
of this policy will mean, in my judg- 
ment, that within ten years we will 
be back where we were in 1914 with 
regard to our merchant marine in 
overseas trade Our producers, man- 
ufacturers, shippers and all interests, 
will find themselves dependent upon 
our competitors in foreign markets 
for the delivery of our products. 

This is a pitiable, inexcusable sit- 
uation for any self-respecting mari- 
time nation to find itself in. It 
means a sacrifice of prosperity and 
welfare of our people. This is from 
the standpoint of commerce an 
trade. With respect to our situation 
on the hich seas in time of trouble 
and stress, still more fatal harm will

Development of the Air Mails. 


Postmaster General New tells me 
that the establishment of the air mail 
service and its rapid development and 
extension have been possible only 
through the cooperation of state and 
city officials with the postoffice de- 
partment, Such cooperation is es- 
sential, because the government itself 
does not undertake to provide cities 
or states with the “ground accessor- 
ies’ necessary to make the air mail 
service available and permanent. 
Hence the prerequisite that the cities 
supply the essential airports. 

And in the case of Atlanta, marked 
as the geographical, time-scheduled 
and practical hub for the future air 
mail service system of the southeast, 
it is imperative for the city to supply 
a perfectly adequate airport. Other- 
wise the exigencies of the service may 
compel the postoffice department to 
find another center through which to 
operate the southeastern system.

Is life today harder for youth than 
it was when you and I were young? 
Well, as the Apostle Paul says: 
“Come, let us reason together.” 

The president of the superinten- 
dent’s section of the National Educa- 
tion association has figured out how, 
I do not know, that for youth today 
the job of living is 45 times harder 
than it was for the previous genera- 
tion. 

Let’s take the automobile as com- 
pared with the horse and carriage.

Now, if we read 
the advertisements correctly, we are 
assured that the habit -will cure colds, 
love sickness, lonesomeness and make 
us philosophers, actors, writers and 
men of affairs. 

For magazines the children in the 
olden days had St. Nicholas, The

How we were called down for reading 
the latter! Full of blood and thunder 
and the wild and woolly west. How 
we shivered over the murders, knife 
sticking and gun pulling! Now the 
opportunities before children for read- 
ing books of adventure, romance, biog- 
raphy, inspirational and vocational} 
guidance are at least fifty times 
greater and the chances for them to 
Joarn ways which are wicked are 
not far behind.

HAT STORM TOL 
OF 200 CONFIRMED

Port-Au-Prince, Haiti, August 20. 
(?)—Previous reports that 200 per- 
sons had been killed in the tropical 
storm which swept the southern pe- 
ninsula of Haiti early last week, were 
confirmed today by officers of the 
United States naval tug Woodcock 
which returned after a second relief 
trip to the stricken area. 

They said that 10,000 persons were 
temporarily homeless, that the crops, 
particularly the coffee crop, were bad- 
ly damaged, and that the material loss 
would exceed $1,000,000 

20-Mile Area Laid Waste. 


The hurricane first struck on a 
line from Cavaillon to St.-Louis and 
then to Aquin on the southern side of 
the peninsula, devastating an area 20 
miles wide. Then it spread fanwise 
northeast and northwest across the 
peninsula, covering an area of more 
than 70 miles wide on the north coast 
from Miragoane to Jeremie. 

At St. Louis only one of 200 houses 
remained standing. A fishing craft 
was carried three city blocks inland. 
At Grand Boucan and Petit Trou 80 


‘per cent of the houses were razed and 


at Aquin 50 per cent were wrecked. 
The Gendarmerie building at Barra- 
deres, 25 feet above the level of the 
town, was invaded by four feet of 
water, and in other towns the inunda- 
tion was from 80 to 20 feet. 


Prompt Relief Work. 


The naval medical officers examined 
42 deaths by drowning and treated 
80 persons injured. They distributed 
rations for four days in all of the 
small towns. 

So prompt have been relief meas- 
ures that they declared there was 
little danger from starvation or epi- 
demics. 

The municipality of Port-Au-Prince, 
together with the American and Syri- 
an colonies, is raising a relief sub- 
scription in addition to the initial ap- 
propriation of $100,000 voted by the 
government.

Scores Rivers’ Action.

The Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture is erecting an ad- 
ditional building from its income in 
the way of contributions, which adds 
a splendid and up to date building to 
that department of the University of 
Georgia.

Outspoken Diplomat. 


Harvey was one of the most out- 
spoken diplomats ever sent to the 
Court of St. James by the United 
States, but his humor had a softening 
effect and his very frankness won hii 
much friendship—he was so American, 
his fellow diplomats thought.

A few weeks ago Send&tor 
George Moses, an old friend and as- 
sociate in the league of nations fight, 
visited him, hoping to get him to join 
the campaign for Herbert Hoover. 
But Harvey always fought Hoover. 
In 1920, when Hoover was a candi- 
date for the republican presidential 
nomination, Harvey printed a photo- 
graph of Hoover smiling, in a dinrer 
jacket, and referred to him as an 
English gentleman. Harvey was al- 
most as bitter toward Hoover as Reed. 


Might Have Returned. 


In fact, there are so many points on 
which Harvey and Governor Smith 
agree that had he lived the famous 
editor might soon have been back in 
the democratic party where he started.

In this connection Governor Smith 
referred to White’s cablegram from 
Europe last week denying that he had 
“retracted” those charges against the 
nominee dealing with gambling and 
prostitution and which, the governor 
added, was given to the newspapers 
as an “official release’ from the re 
publican national committee. 


_ “Lacking the courage to stand by 
its complicity in the attack,” he add- 
ed, “the republican director of pub- 
licity the next day states that he 
withdraws his issuance of Mr. White's 
withdrawal of his withdrawal.” 

Taking up first White’s charges 
dealing with liquor proposals, the 
governor said there had been a “de- 
liberate attempt” to show that his 
votes “dealt with a far greater num- 
ber of: so-called liquor bills than in 
fact they did.” He also charged that 
the intent of various proposals had 
been misrepresented, and he recalled | 
that republican leaders in the legisla- 
ture frequently had lined up as he 
did on them. 

_With regard to commercialized 
vice, the governor referred to his vote 
against a bill first before the assem- 
bly in 1910 which sought to regulate 
the renting of rooms in hotels and 
which, he continued, was “unquestion- 
aPty 4» Unconstitutional and unwork- 
able. 


Scores White Charge. 

“On this bill, and this single bill 
alone,” he declared, “William Allen 
White would have my wife, my chil- 
dren and my friends believe that in 
my long public career I was a friend 
of publie prostitution.” ‘ 

As for gambling, Mr. Smith said 
all the bills referred to by Mr. White 
dealt with betting at race tracks. At 
a regular session, the nominee recall- 
ed, he voted with Governor Hughes 
“against the race tracks,” but at a 
special session later “voted the other 
way” as a protest against “the un- 
justified action of the governor in 
calling the legislature back into ex- 
traordinary session after the matter 
had been fully thrashed out and dis- 
posed of at the regular session.” 

One other bill listed by Mr. White 
sought to prevent oral betting at race 
tracks, Governor Smith said, adding 
that “how impossible such a statute 
was of administration I need not say.” 

Ends the Discussion. 

“I have been called by my party 
to leadership in a great campaign,” 
said the governor in winding up his 
statement. “I am hoping to be put 
in a position to do for the people of 
this country what I have accomplish- 
ed for the betterment of the govern- 
ment of my own state, and from now 
on I shall refuse to be drawn into 
red further discussion of these mat- 
ers. 

Governor Smith’s reply in full fol- 
lows: 

“For some reason best known to 
himself, Mr. William Allen White, of 
Kansas, in an interview made sland- 
erous statements about me and my 
legislative record. After those state- 
ments had received nation-wide pub- 
licity, and on July 31 Mr. White 
said, *, . . The governor in casting 
those votes against those reform bills 
might honestly have felt that the bills 
were unconstitutional, or were not 
enforceable, or infringed upon per- 
sonal liberty, or encouraged police 
blackmail. 

“*But Governor Smith certainly is 
entitled to fair treatment. I always 
have tried to fight fair. I have 
never consciously questioned any man’s 
motives and so this morning before 
the morning papers have come and be- 
fore I know what, if any, reply Gov- 
ernor Smith has made to my state- 
ment of yesterday, I desire to with- 
draw the charges formally in so far 
as they affect his votes on gambling 
and prostitution, but not his position 
as to the saloon. 

“*So the ten or a dozen votes on 
gambling and prostitution come out 
of the record. I hope now American 
newspapers, and particularly re- 
publican newspapers, will give the 
same consideration te this statement 
that they gave to my statement yes- 


terday.’ ' 
. . Reason for Attack. 

“At the beginning of this statement 
IT said the reason for the attack was 
known only to Mr. White. However, 
the appearance of the republican na- 
- tional committee in the controversy 
indicates that it was a political at- 
tack probably inspired by that com- 
mittee, because the republican na- 
tional committee this week -issued an 
official release ‘to. the newspapers in 
which Mr. White retracts his retrac- 
tion. 

“Here we have an unmistakable 
evidence of the republican national 
committee openly associating itself 
with this personal attack. Lacking, 
the courage to stand by its own com- 
plicity in the attack, the republican 
director of publicity the next. day 
stated that he withdraws his issuance 
of Mr. White’s withdrawal of his 
withdrawal.

Record Is Fixed. 


“My record as an opponent of im- 
morality is fixed and secure publicly 
and by many letters in my possession, 
the late reverend canon, John P. Pe- 
ters, when chairman of the committee 
of 14, the leading anti-vice society of 
New York, repeatedly thanked me for 
my cooperation with that organization. 
No one in-all of the 25 years of my 
public life has ever dared to make 
the vile suggestions which emanated 
from Mr. White, with the approval of 
Henry J. Allen, publicity director of 
the republican national committee. 
What a cowardly course the repnblic- 
an national committee pursued! It is- 
sued a slanderous statement through 
its official publicity bureau and then 
after its general publication in the 
press, attempted to evade responsibil- 
ity by the childish claim that it had 
been given out by accident. That is 
not fair play. 

“I am confident in the belief that 
the people of the state of New York 
approved of my legislative record;

Resents Attack on Character. 


“I cannot, hoWever, let go unchal-|

“Each bill mentioned by my critics 
has been listed separately without al- 
lowance for the duplication of a large 
number of bills dealing with the same 
subject matter in accordance with the 
well-known legislative practice. In 
this w a deliberate attempt is be- 
ing made to show that my votes dealt 
with a far greater number of so-called 
liquor bills than in fact they did. 

“For convenience, I have divided 
the bills under discussion into groups. 
Reference is made to a great many 
bills designed to change the law with 
respect to the establishment of prem- | 
ises licensed to sell liquor within 200; 
feet of a church or a school. ‘To the 
casual reader it would appear that 
this was a concerted provision of our 
excise law. The fact is that all of 
these bills were designed to accom- 
plish just two purposes. The first 
was to permit the Hotel Gotham at 
Fifty-fifth street and Fifth avenue, to 
secure a liquor license; the second, a 
legislative enactment recommended by 
the court of appeals to straighten out 
an apparent mistake in the language 
of the excise law.

“Most of these bills are duplicates 
of one another.

In 
that year the assembly was strongly 
republican and yet only 52 men out 
of 150 voted for this bill; 84 men, 
democrats and republicans alike, voted 
against it. 

“There was a strong sentiment at 
that time against the extension of 
local prohibition by the local option 
method because of the inability of 
officials to enforce the law in the dry 
sections, the substitution of so-called 
clubs for places licensed by the state,

Strikingly Unfair. 


“Even more strikingly unfair is the 
comment on bill number 517 or 1911, 
which is the other bill in this group. 
The language of the law which existed 
before this time made it impossible 
for a hotel to renew its liquor license 
if a school or church came within 200 
feet of it years afier the hotel had 
been built. The question was litigat- 
ed as to the wording and intent of the 
statute all the way to the court of 
rt ae In its decision that court 
said: 

“*That the operation of the statute 
in cases like the one now belore us is 
manifestly harsh and would doubtless 
be a cogent argument to support the 
proposition that the legislature could 
not have intended such effect, and 
might be conclusive were the language 
of the statute at all ambiguous; but | 
in view of the clear phraseology of the 
law the convention is inadmissible and 
the courts must remit those aggrieved 
he gad to relief by legislative ac- 
ion,’ 

“That relief suggested by our high- | 
est court I voted to give. The_bills! 
were opposed by only a handful of 
assemblymen. On the 1908 measure 
only 31.men out of the 150 voted in 
the negative.

“Bill 1,062 of 1911 was an unim- |

ness of this bill is best attested by the 
fact that only 44 men out of 150 in 
the assembly voted against it.

It 
was supported by the republican 
leader of the assembly and only 11 
men out of 150 voted against it. 

“Even more striking is the criticism 
of me for voting for assembly. bill 
1118 of 1911 which was a technical 
amendment to the excise law with re- 
lation to the surrender and cancella- 
tion of the tax certificates, It was a

visions were earnestly sought by the 
large villages on Long Island.

It was not being 
observed and its existence was a 
source of corruption among local po- 
lice officials in those villages. 
For Night Workers. 

“T remember the addition of an 
hour in the morning was intended for 
the accommodation of night workers. 
In my own district all the morning 
newspapers were printed. It probab- 
ly contained more night workers than 
any other region of similar size in 
the country, and in voting for the 
bill J was certainly representing my 
constituents. It is worthy of note that 
on this bill the division was between 
the city and the country representa- 
tives, but the representatives of the 
villages involved voted in the affirma- 
tive and- with a balance of power 
passed the bill. The foregoing record 
indicates that not only cities of the 
first, second and third class but also 
the larger villages favored the passage 
of this bill. 

“Mr. William Allen White sailed for 
happy and contented 
mind, I hope, and I would not disturb 
it by attempting to describe to him 
the heavy weight that he laid upon 
my family when he accused me of be- 
ing a friend of prostitution. Apparent- 
ly he was ashamed of himself, as is 
evinced by his attempt to withdraw 
it. It was all predicated on my vote 
against assembly bill 2627 of 1910. 
Among other things this bill sought 
to regulate the renting of rooms in 
hotels. Like a great many other 
measures intended to bring about some 
highly desirable purpose, it was un- 
questionably unconstitutional and un- 
workable. In 1910 the assembly was 
strongly republican. 

Regarded Bill Unconstitutional. 

“When the bill first came before 
that body it was overwhelmingly de- 
feated, and in all of my legislative ex- 
perience I never heard from lawyers 
in the assembly a more convincing ar- 
gument against the constitutionality 
of a pending enactment than that 
made against this particular bill. 
Three weeks later, after considerable 
pressure from certain sections of the 
state and admittedly for political pur- 
poses, the vote was reconsidered and 
the bill was passed. It was freely ad- 
mitted that it created no new provision 
of law and added nothing that was 
not already in the penal code. I was 
right in my first vote when an over- 
whelming majority of the assembly, 
both democrats and republicans, voted 
with me; I stood by my position as 
no argument was made to change my 
mind. The political expediency of the 
republican party, appealing to certain 
sections of the state, was not sufficient 
for me to compromise with a principle.

COMMISSIONERS 
FROWN ON PROPOSAL. 


Following the action Monday of 
John A. White, chairman of coun- 
cil’s parks committee, in introducing 
a resolution seeking to have the coun- 
ty assume title and obligation tothe 
Perkerson park purchase, several 
members of the Fulton county com- 
mission said they did not think the 
proposal would be acceptable to the 
county at this time. 

In discussing the purchase of the 
429-acre tract for a public park, 
which has become involved in a coun- 
cil investigation of the $20,000 in 
fees alleged to. have’ been distributed 
among various members of council, 
Commissioner Edwin F. Johnson de- 
clared that the purchase had been a 
city proposal, pure and simple, and 
that the county had undertaken to 
cooperate on this basis. 

“The eounty acted in the case,”’ 
Mr. Johnson said, “on formal resolu- 
tions from the.city. It was their re- 
quest that we advance $20,000 cash 
and obligate the county for an ad- 
ditional $40,000. 

“Since the city assumed this obli- 
gation on its own volition, it seems 
only right that they should discharge 
it. The commission tries to cooperate 
with the city in every way, because 
a large source of county. revenue 
comes from city property owners.” 

Paid $20,000. 

On March 13 the county paid $20,-- 
000 on the purchase to W. T. Perk- 
erson, acting for the owners. A bal- 
ance of $40,000 is payable not later 
than December 31, of this year. 

Commissioner Paul §8. Etheridge 
said Monday night that if the $20,000 
down payment made by the county 
has been turned over for division be- 
tween agents in the sale, it was a 
transaction between the owners and 
the agents to which the county had 
not subscribed*in any particular. 

“We advanced them the money. as 
city resolutions requested,” Mr. Eth- 
eridge, who is also an attorney em- 
ployed in the couucil investigation, 
declared, “and I understand this sum 
is all that has been paid on the tract 
so far.” 

Hope Agrees. 

Commissioner George M. Hope, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
took the same view on the case ad- 
vanced by Commissioners Johnson and 
Etheridge. 


On Octobet 5, 1927, the “county 


took.under consideration. a city reso- 
lution ‘Yequesting cooperation in the

At the December meeting of the 
commission a resolution, in accord 


with a city request, was passed pro- 


viding for a $20,000 cash payment 
about February 1, 1928, with $10,000 
sums to follow at the first of each 
year for four years. 

Then in February the owners of the 
tract objected to this deferred pay- 
ment plan, and another resolution was 
passed providing for a $60,000 cash 
disbursement. ~ 

This resolution was amended March 
3 to provide $20,000 in cash, with 
the balance payable the last of this 
year, and the sum was accordingly 
paid over. 

When the White resolution for 
county ownership of the park was sub- 
mitted to couneH Monday it was re- 
ferred to the parks committee of coun- 
cil for investigation and report. 


PROPERTY OWNERS 
ASK REOPENING 
‘OF WALL STREET.

SUPERFLUOUS HAIR. 
Judging from the S. O. S.’s we get 
from remedies for superfluous hair, it 
evidently is a widespread plaguer, to 
say the least. Too bad these hairs are 
not as obscure as their cause. 
Apparently no one knows the actual 
cause. In some cases it seems to be 
a racial or a family trait; in others 
there may be some disturbance of the 
internal glands. Anything thaticauses 
the blood to come in excess to a part 
may cause a growth of hairs, This 
has been demonstrated in patients 
who have applied plasters and limi- 
ments for a long period over neu- 
ralgic spots, etc. (We don’t believe 
that face creams will cause them.) 
There is only one method of per- 
manently removing superfluous hair, 
that we know of now, and that is 
electrolysis in the hands of an expert. 
The X-ray is not successful and it 
may be very dangerous (Levin). 
Haire can be rendered less con- 
spicuous by bleaching with peroxide.

Some authorities state that a tho?- 
ough. use of this bleach will retard 
the growth of fine hair. Depilatories 
keep the hairs off longer than shav- 
ing. Most standard depilatories on 
the market are dependable. — : 
Dr. William Allen Pusey, of Chi- 
cago,. a noted skin specialist, says 


that epilating wax is one of the most 


satisfactory ways of handling cosmet- 
ically objectionable hairs. The follow- 
ing is his prescription : 

Epilating Wax. 
Beeswax—l1 part by weight. 
Finely powdered resin—4 parts by 
weight. 

The wax is melted over a low fire, 
and after melting is complete, the 
powdered resin is poured in. “Lhe heat 
is continued and the mass stirred gent- 
ly until entirely melted. This requires 
from one to two minutes. 
For use it then needs to be molded. 
One way is to pour it into a deep 
dish and then criss-cross it with dee 
markings about three-fourths ine 
apart, as though one were making 
caramels, The plate must be greased 
(mineral oil best) to prevent the wax 
from sticking to it. After it is cooled 
the wax is fairly brittle and the 
blocks can be broken off for use. 

The method of removing hairs with 
wax is as follows: A 

A block is melted by heating over a 
flame until it becomes soft; this can 
be done with a temperature-that will 
not burn the skin. When softened, 
the melted wax is rubbed on the skin 
m the direction of the hair growth. 
This is pressed down with the moist- 
ened fingers, until one gets a layer 
about one-eighth inch thick, then is 
cooled with ice or cold water. After 
it is cooled, the edge is picked up 
with a quick pull in the opposite direc- 
tion to the growth of the hairs. This 
is only slightly uncomfortable. If the 
application has been well made, but 
few hairs will remain on the surface. 
Those that do remain can be removed 
with pincers. Now a soothing cream 
or lotion is applied. 

Dr. Pusey sees no reason to believe 
that there is any objection to the tem- 
porary epilation of superfluous hairs.

When any sport demands eight or 
nine months out of a year it is de- 
manding more than the professional 
ball player or the professional fighter 
gives to his,job. 

The public is entirely cynical about 
amateurism oh one side, extending 
the hoarse guffaw to most amateur 
claims among the tennis tourists, but 
on the other side it demands their 
presence when admissions are charged. 


Any Way Out? 


The sanest way out would be to 
forget the player-writer rule entirely 
and to let each amateur pay his own 
expenses as he flits from spot to spot 
—raiiroad fare, hotel bills and the 
rest of it. 

This plan has always been followed 
in golf and it has worked well. If 
Bobby Jones or Jess Sweetser or 
George von Elm want to play in a 
golf tournament, they pay as they go. 

The one exception is the Walker 
cup matches, an international team 
affair. 

As a result you can see the dif- 
ference—where Tilden and most of the 
tennis leaders have played in twenty 
or more tournaments—almost stead- 
ily now from February through Au- 
gust—Jones has played in one tour- 
nament—the United States open, Jess 
Sweetser in one, George von Elm in 
one, etc. George Voight, among the 
leaders, has been the only busy actor 
in the list. i 

No amateur will be playing any 
game through six or eight months, 
paying his way as he goes. 

It might be contended that this will 
insert a large crimp in most of the 
big club tournaments. It probably 
will. You can’t have both. You 
can’t have outstanding stars touring 
the country, or the world, month after 
month after month, and make any 
one believe that most of them are 
amateurs. 

As conditions have now developed 
it might be just as well to forget the 
amateur side and have open tourna- 
ments, 

Or a rule might be passed that a 
professional is one who plays and 
teaches for pay—openly. All others 
are amateurs. 


The Safety Valve. 


Golf has a safety valve in its list 
of star professionals. In tennis the 
amateurs have ruled the playing side 
of the game—and have controlled the 
situation. 

In golf the public has its chance 
to look at Hagen, Farrell, Sarazen, 
Mac Smith, Leo Deigel, the Espino- 
zas, Tommy Armour, Compston, Coop- 
er and others, with little interest in 
any but a few amateurs such as Jones, 
Von ElIn, etc. 

If tennis had a strong professional 
body with professional and open tour- 
naments such as golf has, it would 
be easy enough® to handle the ama- 
teur side. For when the amateur is 
the whole show and gate receipts are 
charged, where he is the main lure, 
control is almost impossible, 

Tennis needs a stronger  profes- 
sional colony, ome that will be en- 
couraged and developed by the asso- 
ciation, not by the C. C. Pyles. 

As it is now, the amateurs are the 
gate builders of the game, and this 
alone kills any chance to have an 
unmuddled amateur situation. 

As long as amateurs are the draw- 
ing cards for tournaments where ad- 
missions are charged, it is easy 
enough to see what must happen, as 
the leading amateurs realize their 
power. All of them are not Bill 
Johnston's, who gave most of his time 
and thought to another job, and who 
turned down any number of flatter- 
ing offers to write for pay. 


The tennis association can make a 
big hit by going thgroughly into the 
entire matter, by opening up the en- 
tire tangle and letting the public know 
one of two things: 

That you ean have amateur tennis 

Or that you can't. 

The chance is ‘there to make con- 
siderable headway in the matter of 
clearing up the gathering mists—one 
way or another. It is a chance that 
should not be passed up. If the job 
is impossible, here also is the big 


chance to say so. And it isn’t nearly 
as easy or as simple as most of the 
sideliners think it onght to be. In 
poets it is a trifle tougher than raw- 
ide.

Little Rock, Ark., August 20.—Undoubtedly it is bitter medicine 
for the Atlanta ball club. but it apparently has to take it. As I get it, 
the club has been tried and convicted of violating a league rule, and the 
violation makes its own penalty. President Martin apparently checked 
up on the Atlanta players and when he found too many class “A” men 
he did the only thing that the laws of the league provide for. By this 
action President Martin proves that he has the courage to do his duty as 
he sees it, regardless of whom it may hurt. -I believe that he will be 
uphel@ by the directors of the league as he should be if rules are to mean 
anything in the Southern association. 

I have sincere sympathy for my many friends among the players of 
the Atlanta club who will suffer by this decision. 

The recent ruling of President Jobn D. Martin of the Southern 
Jeague through which Atlanta was deprived of 14 victories because of 
violation of player-rules by Atlanta, has caused a flood of comment 
throughout the baseball world. 

Following are.a few comments by sports editors of newspapers in 
the Southern league cities: . 


G. J. FLOURNOY, Mobile Register 


Mobile, Ala., August 20.—President John D. Martin of the Southern 
association, in penalizing the Atlanta baseball club was correct in his 
ruling as the evidence shows clearly that the class “B” rule was violated, 
but the league head erred in waiting such a length of time to act. The 
rosters of the ball clubs in the circuit are constantly before him or his 
assistants and the penalty should have been exacted long before August 18. 

A rule is a rule and unless the clubs observe them the league will 
never get anywhere. Again I say that Martin was correct. but the delay 
was too long. In my opinion the heads of the six clubs who are entitled 
to vote on the subject will stand by Martin.

New Orleans, La., August 20.—Atlanta’s record-breaking losing 
streak and the astonishing one-day winning streaks of Chattanooga, Little 
Rock and other clubs not accustomed to winning streaks, certainly has 
stirred up the league. 

Over in Atlanta they are foaming at the mouth. They would as soon 
give General Sherman a welcome home over there as they would President 
Martin. And yet, if President Martin had let the Spiller-Niehoff outfit 
get away with their high-handed stuff, he might as well have quit. 

One could understand a mix-up of a day or two, caused by a mis- 
understanding of contracts or arrivals, finding a team with too many 
class “A’”’ men, but from the looks of things, Bert Niehoff knew full well 
he was violating the class “B” rule which is a rule all the directors have 
agreed not to violate. And he did it for weeks—not days. 

Spiller and Niehoff very probably didn’t think Martin would have the 
nerve—or the poor business sense, if: you will—to throw out all those 
games. 
Yet President Martin put principle above money and did his duty 
as he saw it. His spunk is to be gloried in. If he had not done it. he 
would have been the laughing stock of the Atlanta club officials, who 
openly acted as if they didn’t think Martin would “cut off his nose to 
spite his face.” 

Many of the league directors no doubt will be privately sorry Martin 
broke up the stirring pennant race. But they dare not come out in the 
open and criticise their president for upholding the letter of the law. 

There is no question of epinion involved here. No chance for a 
graceful covering up of facts and figures. 

If the league directors would for the sake of money. reverse Presi- 
dent Martin’s decision, President Martin should resign. He'd be nothing 
more than a figurehead if he remained.

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 20.—It is difficult to see any basis of 
argument in the pending unpleasantness between John Martin, president 
of the Southern association, and R. J. Spiller, president of the Atlanta 
Crackers. 

Spiller is caught red-handed violating a rule passed by the league 
magnates, whose enforcement was handed over to President Martin. 

What else could the president do but enforce the rule? 

The Crackers used 18 men two successive games in Chattanooga, of 
whom only fcyr, perhaps only three, were rookies. The president's 
records, we are informed, are kept in thorough system as to rookie 
classification and there is small chance of a mistake having been made. 

President Martin would not have been worthy of holding his position 
if he had not had the courage to apply the rule, even if it was hitting one 
of the most powerful teams, financially, in the league. The man who 
lacks nerve to discipline a team in baseball because he is fearful lest a 
comeback run him out of his position or “hurt the league,” is not fit to 
be an executive. When law is administered on such a principle dis- 
respect for law and eventually collapse of law is the inevitable result.

Nor can the magnates do otherwise, and retain their self respect, 
than back the president. The Southern association could not afford to 
have the year books record that they dismissed a president because he 
applied a rule they made themselves as a specially important regulation.

Bottomly in Hospital. 


St. Louis, Mo., August 20.—( United 
News.)—Jim Bottomley, slugger and 
first baseman for the St. Louis Car- 
dinals, was in a hospital here today 
recovering from a severe cold. 
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Memphis, Tenn., August 20.—(Special.)—Birmingham, the club 
whose brand of sportsmanship caused the forfeiture of 14 games won by 
the Crackers, has managed to keep its player list fully within the require- 
ments as set down by the Southern association rules a thorough investi- 
gation into the league records showed here tonight. 


A staff correspondent of The Con- 
stitution, President John D. Martin, 
of the Southern association, and Sec- 
retary H. Douglas Chism, went over 
the records of both the Atlanta and 
Birmingham teams and found that 
Atlanta had gone over the limit of 13 
class “A” men when league head- 
quarters was not notified that Man- 
ager Bert Niehoff has been placed 
on the voluntary retired list. Ac- 
cording to Martin’s records this in- 
formation was learned on August 18. 

The Birmingham roster was check- 


ed from June 28, when the second 
half began, through today and found 
at all times to have been within the 
limit. 

There were occasions, however, 
when the Barons came dangerously 
close to violating the eligibility rule. 
On August 13, the contract of player 
Bailey Tipton was approved by the 
league headquarters and on August 
14 Pitcher Milstead was returned to 
the Toledo American association club, 
from where he was secured on option 
July 1 when the Barons sent Sheri- 
dan, a class “B” pitcher, to Washing- 
ton. With Milstead not returning un- 
til the 14th, this would have given 
Birmingham 14 class “A” men for one 
day, but it was found that on Au- 
gust 9 player Tipton had been sent 
to Tampa of the Southeastern league. 

So while investigation has proved 
that Birmingham is within the law, 
it seems that the fight to regain those 
14 games for Atlanta has just begun. 
President Spiller, of the Crackers, has 
Jeft Atlanta and whether or not he 
1s coming here has not been ascer- 
tained. Rumors are afloat to the ef- 
fect that Spiller is in Birmingham to 
call a meeting of the league's board 
of directors, 

President Martin has announced 

that he will not call such meeting and 
that if his decision is overruled he 
will immediately resign as president. 
The only way for a meeting to be 
called new is upon written call of four 
members of the board of directors. 
_ Whether or not this can be done 
is problematical. Little Rock, Mem- 
phis and *Chattanooga have profited 
greatly by the forfeiture of the games 
and naturally wouldn’t care to eall a 
meeting, Little Rock and Chatta- 
nooga, especially. Of course Bir- 
mingham isn’t going to recommend a 
meeting being called. So there it is. 
_ The entire league has been thrown 
in to something approaching turmoil 
amd veteran baseball men here have 
expressed the opinion that this sud- 
den descent of the Crackers to the 
cellar *is going to hurt attendance 
throughout the league. But possibly 
the club owners:-should

Memphis, Tenn., August 20.—Di- 
rectors of the Southern association 
were notified in letters written today 
by John D. Martin, league executive, 
of his acton in declaring forfeited 14 
games won by the Atlanta team on a 
finding that the Atlanta club had vio- 
lated the player classification limit 


rule, and at the same time advised 
them of a telegraphic communication 
from R. J. Spiller, Atlanta club presi- 
dent, appealing from the ruling. 

“I am not calling a special meeting 
of the board of directors of the 
league,” Mr. Martin told the directors, 
“for the reason that the league con- 
stitution provides in article 5, section 
1, page 8, that there shall be no ap- 
peal from any ruling pertaining to 
any protested game made by the 
league president during the playing 
season. 

“The provision of the league con- 
stitution with respect to the calling 
of special meetings will be found in 
Article 12, Section 4, Page 1, and is 
as follows: : 

“*Special meetings may be called 
by the president of the association 
at his option or on the written call 
of four clubs.” 

Accompanying the letter was copies 
of the decision declaring the games 
forfeited, the copy of the telegram 
from Mr. Spiller and newspaper clip- 
ping of a statement made by Mr. Mar- 
tin last night, 

The statement of the league presi- 
dent characterized as “a bluff made 
for public deception” a declaration of 
Mr. Spiller that he would appeal from 
the ruling and pointed out that the 
league constitution made the action 
of the executive in such matters final. 
He declared it agreeable to him “if 
the league directors desire to do so 
they may review my action,” but add- 
ed “should they reverse my decision 
they will receive my resignation im- 
mediately.”

WALL STREET JOURNAL: 


New York, August 20.—Stocks paid little 
attention today to another flurry in call 
money. -Banks were foreed to meet large 
requisitions for government account, with- 
drawing $35,000,000 loans for this purpose. 
These operations caused an advance in the 
cemand rate to 74 per cent from the re- 
newal charge of 6 per cent. Active demand 
continued in evidence in: many sections of 
the list and substantial gains were scored 
by various representative issues. Special 
strength was displayed by several stock 
which have undergone split-ups in recent 
years. New record highs for the present 
shares were reached by American Can, Con- 
tinental Can and Sears-Roebuck. 

Rails continued active under leadership 
of issues benefiting from the heavy move- 
ment of winter wheat. Flourishing condi‘ 
tions in retail trade were reflected in ac- 
tivity at rising prices in shares like As- 
sociated Drygoods, Best, and Arnold Con- 
stable, while Wright, Curtiss and other 
issues with a thin market shot ahead vigor- 
ously. Sustained strength in the main body 
of stocks in face of stringency in the de- 
mand joan market again demonstrated that 
no real concern existed over credit condi- 
tions. 


NEW YORK EVENING SUN: 

New York, August 20.—In the stock mar- 
ket today the net gains were somewhat 
more numerous and a great deal larger than 
the losses, Despite higher money rates, the 
activity was about the same as it was in 
most of last week's sessions. 

The turnover was the fastest during the 
strongest rallies of the day, one of which 
came in the first hour and the other just 
before the last raise in the call rate was 
posted, 

A few standbys made decidedly disap- 
pointing showings. General Motors rallied 
only feebly and slid backwards faster than 
the rest, while Steel and Columbia Gas 
did pone too well. The most spectacular 
loss, though, was suffered by one of the 
most notoriously unstable issues on the list, 
Manhattan Electric, which fell precipitately 
to a new iow. 

Most of the fireworks were supplied by 
the day’s gainers, a good many of which 
were evidently under poor control. Of the 
groups the tobacco, rail and utilities were 
strongest.

FENNER & BEANE. 


New York, August 20.—Today’s stock 
market was noteworthy for the manner in

New York, August 20.—Today'’s market 
did not differ from recent sessions. Money 
continued tight, the banks calling about 
35,000,000 in loans and the call rate getting 
up to 7% per cent. The Harvard economic 
service correctly foresees firm money until 
the turn of the year. If call money is 7} 
per cent on August 20 one wonders what it 
will be a Httle later. Twelve to 15 per cent 
would not be a surprise. Secretary Mellon 
arrived but gave out no interview. United 
Cigar Stores changed its dividend policy. 
which in a way explained the weakness in 
the stock,

New York, August 20.—Cotton was a two- 
sided affair today with a late rally which 
appears to have had a beneficial effect on 
trading sentiment. 

There was aggressive selling during the 
early trading and on the rallies but mar- 
ket took this much better than it has for 
some time and staged some good-sized ad- 
vances. 

The selling was attributed to the same 
western and Wall street interests which 
have been selling aggressively since the 
bureau without regard to weather or crop 
developments. 

Spot houses were reported good buyers of 
October in New York. This buying gave 
the market its first upward movement. 
Later reports were current of buying from 
good sources owing to belief that selling 
had been overdone and the price too low 
in view of recent unfavorable weather and 
reports of genera! deterioration. 

Crop news is of a character to stimulate 
buying and it looks like it will take per- 
sistent selling to hold values down or cause 
a further decline.~ Believe these prices 
offer good opportunities to those able and 
willing to hold for a time,

New York, August 20.—Although early 
cables were better than due, the cotton 
market remained under pressure of free of- 
‘ferings this morning, values declining in 
consequence, The selling was attributed to 
rains in the southwest, which were consid- 
ered more beneficial than otherwise, espcially 
in Texas.

Cotton Briefs. 


New Orleans, Angust 20.—There was con- 
siderable outside selling in the cotton mar- 
ket today mainly by Wall street in spite 
of reports of entirely too much rain in 
the eastern half,of the belt and favorable 
Liverpool ‘cables. 


The firmness of Liverpool was explained 
by private cables as follows: ‘‘Bombay sold 
cotton but shorts covered on rains in east- 
ern United States cotton belt.’’ Another 
private cable stated: ‘‘After early weak- 
ness steadied up in sympathy with strength 
of Egyptian. This latter being due to re- 
ports of damage by fogs and insects.’’ 


Manchester cabled: ‘‘Slightly better cloth 
inquiry from India but turnover disappoint- 
ing.’’ 


Recent spot sales in southern markets 
were fairly large considering the smaller 
movement of new cotton to market owing 
to the lateness of the crop. The total last 
week was 80,472 bales, against 97,656 bales 
last year when the supply of new cotton 
was liberal. 


While the western belt was dry, ac- 
cording to the map except for some bene- 
ficial showers in central Texas, the eastern 
section was decidedly wet. :

New York, August 20.—New York agents 
sold about 10,000 tons of pig iron last week, 
a pronounced let down from the past two 
weeks when nearly 50,000 tons were sold, 
but well up to the average this year.

High Lights in the Cotton Market 


BY THEO. H. PRICE

New York, August 20.—The events 
of the past week in the cotton mar- 
ket must have been a shock to those 
who were violating one of the most 
elementary of precepts by counting the 
bales on the first: of August. The 
danger of reasoning that the crop was 
out of the woods because July, con- 
trary to precedent, brought improve- 
ment, has been excellently illustrated 
and the price recovered sharply in 
the middle of the week because Au- 
gust after all is running true to form. 
Part of the advance was subsequent- 
ly lost, but telegrams from the south 
continue to tell of deterioration, wee: 
vil damage and the other seasonal ills 
that cotton is heir to. 


Although failure of the bulge to 
hold has again heartened the bears, 
the fear of the crop outcome, which 
is the chief psychological constitutent 
of a midsummer market, has never- 
theless come closer to the surface. 
Fear grows by what it feeds on and 
as there are at least four more weeks 
of the season during which the boll 
weevil can commit his depredations, 
it may wax fat in the meantime. 
in consequence the crop expectation 
should be seriously reduced during 
that time the advance that would fol- 
low would probably be sensational. 

The chief trouble of the cotton 
market is not a deficiency in the ul- 
timate consumption, but the fact that 
the hand-to-mouth buying of the past 
few months has thrown the burden 
of carrying goods wholly on the man- 
ufacturer, who seems disposed in turn 
to put wholly on the producer the 
task of carrying the temporary sur- 
plus of cotton which exists during 
the autumn. But a corrollary of 
this is tha tdistributors and consum- 
ers are lightly supplied with goods 
and the manufacturers with cotton. 
The government’s consumption report 
reveals that stocks in consuming es- 
tablishments at the end of July totaled 
only a million bales, the lowest since 
before the war with the exception of 


the two years of scarcity caused by 
the successive short crops. 

This potential need for cotton 
shoul@é party counterbalance’ the 
the “weight of the bales” and unless 
the early crop movement is accom- 
panied by drier weather than the belt 
has lately had, and a consequently in- 
creasing crop expectation, it ought nof 
to be so largely feared. 

The textile industry has dropped 
to as low a level of activity before 
this, but seldom at a time when gen- 
eral business was active and an am- 
ple supply of cotton was in sight 
at a price which interposes no ob- 
stacle to a free consumption. Its 
troubles are, therefore, all of its own 
making, and the process of correction 
is well under way. And as the goods 
with which consumers stocked up last 
year must soon be wearing out it is 
reasonable to look for a great increase 
in mill operations some time during 
the autumn. 


The census bureau has issued its 
annual statement of supply and dis- 
tribution, which shows that there 
were in the United States on August 
1 2,241,000 bales of American cot- 
ton. Adding a crop of 14,291,000 
the total indicated supply ise 16,712,- 
000, and if domestic consumption this 
season should be the same as last, 6,- 
833,000, the balance available for ex- 
port and carryover would be only 9,- 
879,000. As a carryover of much 
less than 2,000,000 bales in this coun- 
try is unthinkable except in years of a 
really short supply and high process, it 
is apparent that according to present 
prospects the United States will have 
no more than 8,000,000 bales to ex- 
port this season. The exports of 
the past two seasons have averaged 
9,200,000 bales. 

Upon this showing, and until there 
is more final assurance of a bumper 
crop than now exists, the assumption 
that the price of cotton this season 
will be abnormally low must be con- 
sidered venturesome. 


English Cotton Industry 
Weekly Review 


Manchester, England, August 20.— 
All interest in the Manchester market 
during the past week has been centered 
on the report of the United States 
government on the American cotton 
crop. It was only natural that a 
good deal of uncertainty prevailed with 
regard to the future course of prices. 
The Crop Reporting board again lived 
up to its reputation in creating a sur- 
prise. The sharp advance in prices 
was undoubtedly unexpected, for bear- 
ish sentiment in the Manchester mar- 
ket has been pronounced for some two 
or three weeks. 

With a crop of 14 1-4 million bales, 
however, reliable authorities on this 
side consider that 10 1-2d for futures 
in Liverpool is too dear, especially 
seeing that there is a possibility of a 
further improvement in the outlook. 
A factor of importance is that world 
consumption of American cotton is de- 
clining and although it is rather early

Owing to bearish sentiment in the 
Manchester market many buyers of 
yarn and cloth have recently gone 
short and it will now be necessary for 
some of these traders to secure cover. 
It is doubtful, however, whether the 
piece goods dealers in the. outlets 
abroad will accept present prices as 
safe. The opinion is rapidly gaining 
ground that larger imports of cloth 
will soon be required in India, and 
there is every indication of a substan- 
tial buying movement immediately 
shippers and merchants are convinced 
that the moment is opportune for an- 
ticipating future requirements.

reports of deteriorating crop pros- 
pects in the south. December con- 
tracts after selling off from 18.60 at 
the start to 18.23, or 36 points net 
lower, just about recovered the loss, 
closing at 18.58. The general market 
closed firm, net 5 points higher to 5 
points lower. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 7 points to a decline of 2 
points. There was some buying on 
reports of showers in the eastern belt 
over Sunday and the relatively steady 
showing of Liverpool. The demand 
was promptly supplied by a continua- 
tion of the selling movement which 
had been in progress here at the close 
of last week and which may have been 
encouraged by the failure of the buy- 
ing to become more aggressive, or @ 
favorable view of the rains reported in 
some parts of the suuthwest and cen- 
tral belts. 

The market weakened during the 
afternoon. Early buyers were among 
the sellers on the decline which car- 
ried prices back to about the early 
low levels and some selling was re- 
ported here for southern account. 

Offerings were comparatively light 
after the heavy selling of the early 
break, however, and the market firm- 
ed up later in the day on a renewal 
of covering or rebuying. 

October was relatively firm, closing 
about 4 points over December, com- 
pared with a discount of 3 points at 
the close of the previous day. ‘Trade 
interests were credited with buying 
some cotton on the early decline and 
their purchase seemed to leave the 
market in a steadier technical posi- 
tion. Conflicting opinions as to the 
progress of the crop probably reflected 
in the fluctuations.

HEAVY SELLING 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, August 20.—(4)— 
Heavy speculative selling and some 
hedging forced cotton prices lower to- 
day and active positions traded below 
the 18 cent level, but rains in sections 
of the belt where moisture is not want- 
ed brought out trade buying and cover- 
ing which absorbed offerings and grad- 
ually lifted December contracts from 
17.81 to 18.19. The option closed at 
18.08 compared with 18.13 at Sat- 
urday’s close. The general market 
closed steady net one point up to 
four down. 

Liverpool cables were 7 to 8 penny 
points higher than expected but the 
market here failed ‘to respond and 
opened barely steady. The higher Eng- 
lish market, however, brought out some 
demand right after the start and 
October traded to 18.08 and December 
19.19, 7 to 8 points above Saturdays’ 
close. 

Despite the weather map’s showing 
of considerable rain in the central and 
eastern section of the belt, the market 
turned weak later in the morning 
under rather extensive speculative sell- 
ing, some of which was purported to 
be for Wall street and western ac- 
count. Before the offerings were ab- 
sorbed, October had dropped to 17.70 
and December 17.81, 38 points under 
the early highs and 21 to 32 points 
below Saturday’s close. 

Business tapered off at these levels 
and for the remainder of the morning 
session and into the early afternoon 
the market was quiet with prices fluc- 
tuating within the early range but 
near the lows. The rains which at 
first failed to influence values were 
accentuated by detailed reports and in 
late trading induced general trade 
buying and covering which gradually 
carried October and December deliv- 
eries practically to the early highs. 
There was a slight flurry of selling 
in final trading and October closed at 
18.02 and January 18.14, or 1 point up 
to 4 points for the day.
